‘Remains believed to be those of 
Dr. Harry W. Woodruff, eye spe- 
cialist at St. Louis City Hospital, 
who disappeared Dec. 29, were 
found today on a wooded hillside 
near St. James, Mo., with cloth- 
ing, letters and personal belong- 
ings of Dr. Woodruff, 

One of the letters, addressed to 
Dr. Woodruff’s father, Dr. H. W. 
Woodruff of Joliet, III., indicated 
that the son, who was 28 years 
old, ended his life by poison. 

“Dear Folks,” the ‘etter read, 
“this event has been long con- 
templated, often postponed. I am 
tired of fighting myself. I, myself, 
rather than external influences, 
precludes any possibility of a tol- 
erable existence.” The note was 
signed “Harry.” 

A bottle bearing a poison label, 
a hypodermic needle and an unla- 
beled bottle, were near the cloth- 
ing, which was found by two wood 
cutters at a point one-fourth of a 
mile west of Highway 68, three 
miles south of St. James and about 
100 miles from St. Louis. 

The articles of clothing found 
were overcoat, hat, belt, coat, trous- 
ers and underwear. The nts 
were scattered and badly torn, bod 
with the condition and scatte 
position of the remains, indicated 
that dogs or wolves—the latter are 
not unknown in the Ozark. hills of 
Phelps County—-had molested the 
body, 

Another letter found in the pock- 
ets bore an address which could not 
be deciphered, but the short note 
began “Dear Fran.” The message 
was personal. 

A card case stamped with the 
physician's name contained his pro-

CHICAGO, April 27.—Albert Mont- 
lake, the Government’s principal 
witness in an important criminal 
case pending in New York City, 
was shot to death in the fashion- 
able South Shore district here last 
night. 

With a fortune in diamonds in his 
pockets and his car, Montlake was 


shot as he begged for his life, 


across Seventy-third street from his 
home in the South Shore Towers 

t hotel at 7300 South Shore 
drive. The killer did not take the 
diamonds, 

Montlake, an ex-convict who be- 
gan his criminal career as a pick- 
pocket, had been known to the po- 
lice for the last 10 years as a re- 
ceiver of stolen goods who special- 
ized in diamonds and securities. 

Montlake was to have been the 
Government’s principal witness 
against Meyer Gordon, Loop jew- 
eler, in United States District Court 


in New York. Gordon was arraigned

Pointed Out to Killer. 

Police, and Federal agents who 
joined the / tion, believe 
that Montlake Was pointed out to 
the killer by a short, stocky man 
who had been visiting him in the 
luxurious Montlake nt. This 
man disappeared’ immediately after 
the shooting. 

He was seen going to the Mont- 
lake apartment with Montlake an 
hour before the shooting. A few 
minutes before 7 p. m., Montlake, 
who was 47 years old, left. his wife, 
Anna, 36, and their daughter, Ber- 
nice, 16, and departed with the 
stranger. 

They turned west on the south 
side of Seventy-third street and 
then Montlake cut north across the 
street to his parked car. He placed 
in it his brief case, containing 170 
diamond and platinum rings, and 
was about to enter the car when a 
light gray sedan swung into Sev- 
enty-third street from South Shore 
drive. The two men inside halted 
opposite Montlake’s car. 

Montlake apparently recognized 
the killers and sprang quickly out 
of his car. One of the men sprang 
out, too, and advanced with drawn 
revolver on Montlake, who tried for 
an instant to take shelter behind a 
tree near an alley. 

As he begged for his life, the 
man emptied his pistol, with every

Ancient City, Once Capital | 


of Basque Country, Set 


More than 800 inhabitants were 
killed and this ancient city, once 
capital of the Basque country, was 
set afire in a three and one-half 
hour insurgent aerial bombardment 


the worst in the civil war. Many 
of those killed were women and 
children. 

It started at 4:30 p. m. when 
bombing planes, identified as of 
German manufacture, came over 
the city in groups of seven, ac 
companied by large detachments of 
pursuit planes. , 

Besides regular aerial bombs, 
hand grenades were hurled into the 
city while the populace scrambled 
for shelter. 

Hundreds of persons ran into 
open fields where they became tar- 
gets for swooping machine gun- 
ners. N 

The first wave of attack was con- 
fined to grenade-throwing and ma- 
chine-gunning, but the next relay of 
planes dropped high explosive 
bombs. It was estimated more 
than 1000 hit the town. Incendiary 
bombs followed. 

When the planes finally with- 
drew, the whole town was ablaze. 
Firefighters and salvage crews 
were virtually helpless in the face 
of the destruction. 

More than 50 persons were 
trapped in a bomb shelter that 
burst into flames. ‘The old Basque 
Parliament Building with its his- 
toric oak tree was one of the few 
principal structures left standing. 

Basque officials at Bilbao said 


today that Guernica “no longer ex- 
ists.” 


The town is “burning on all four 
sides,” they said. The Santa Maria 
and San Juan churches and the 
Santa Clara convent were de- 
stroyed. Official communiques said 
every hospital and first aid station 
was hit by aerial bombs.“ 

Guernica, an open town which 
the officials said had no military 
value, is 20 miles northeast of Bil- 
bao. It is beyond the range of the 
main northern insurgent army,

There was al- 
most continuous bombardment dur- 
ing the morning. 

The day’s cannonading began 
shortly after 9 o'clock. It was the 
sixteenth successive day of the ar- 
tillery attack. Six shells fell in 


rapid succession in the Gran Via 
_ gection of downtown Madrid. 


By mid-morning 20 fatalities 
raised the total of dead in the shell- 
ing to 270. Hundreds of others 
have been injured. 

No Letup in 36 Hours. 

Continuation of the shell fire 
marked the first time since the 
siege of Madrid started that the 
capital has been pounded by artil- 
lery for 36 consecutive hours with- 
out relief. 

Debris littered the Gran Via. 
‘Most stores and offices which had 
not been demolished by insurgent 
explosives remained closed. Pedes- 


- trians sprinted across plazas and 


broad thoroughfares, showing relief 
to find themselves again in the 
comparative safety of walled-in side 
streets. 

Street cars continued operating, 
but they were almost empty. Those 
persons who ventured into the 
downtown areas stuck to the sub- 
way as far as possible. The trac- 
tion. companies erected stone and 
sand-bag barricades for switchmen 
at dangerous intersections after one 


man was killed on the job, 


There were 15 fatalities yesterday 
and last night. Residents jumped 
from their beds in panic as shells 
fell into rooftops and streets. Pe 
destrians abroad at that time flung

The bank’s state- 
ment as of March 31 showed total 
assets of $77,169, including $54,317 
loans and discounts, $9757 cash on 
hand and in other banks, and the

BOMB IN FORD CO. MAN’S AUTO 


Explosive Device Attached to Spark 
of Machine. 


Plugs 

DETROIT, Mich., April 27. — An 
attempt to bomb John Gillespie, 
former Detroit Police Commission- 
er now attached to the Ford Motor 
Co. personnel staff, was disclosed 
yesterday by police of Dearborn, 
Mich. 

They said a crudely made bomb 
had been fotind beneath the hood: 
of Gillespie's car, wired to the spark 
plugs. Analysis of the contents of 
a milk bottle attached to the wires 
showed nitro-glycerine present 
“equivalent to three or four sticks 
of dynamite.” A dynamite cap and 
bolts and nuts were affixed. Ford 
Motor Co. officers advanced no 
theories for the attempted violence.

Commerce Commission to 
Look Into $8,000,000 
Deal and Senator Wheel- 


er Promises Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—The sale 
of securities controlling the 28,000- 
mile railroad system whieh the late 
O. P. and M. J. Van Sweringen de- 
veloped to Robert R, Young and 
Frank F. Kolbe, New York Stock 
Exchange partners, and Allen R. 
Kirby, Wilkes-Barre (Fa.) philan- 
thropist, announced yesterday, is 
subject to the approval of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 

The three who bought George A. 
Ball’s interest from his eorporate 
creation, Mid America, Ine,, indi- 
cated they had obtained informal 
Washington approval. Officials in 
the capital were quick te say the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
would look into the sale, In addi- 
tion, a full injuiry was promised 
by Senator Burton K. Wheeler of 
Montana, chairman of the Senate 
committee investigating railroad 
financing. 

Wheeler said: "This is a typical 
example of what can be done with 
holding companies. Billions ef gol- 
lars’ worth ef py rts gan be 
tossed around for a few million del- 
lars, It's absolutely wrong. We 
shouldn't have helding companies 
controlling the economic destinies 
of millions,” 

Announcement ef the sale alse 
caused speculation in Wall street 
on the outlook for simplification 
and consolidation of the Van Swer- 
ingen network, 

To Simplify Corporate Set-up. 

The new ners promised in a 
statement te “do all we ean te rée- 
store values consistent with sound 
public poliey” and said disselution 
of Mid Ameriea Corporation in the 
near future was contemplated, to 
be followed “at the earliest possi- 
ble date with further steps in the 
simplification of gorporate struc- 
ture,” 

In finaneial circles it was gaid 
the gale price was about $8,000,000. 
The young financiers purchased a 
controlling interest in Mid America, 
Inc., from the George and Frances 
Ball Foundation to which Ball do- 
nated his common stock. 

Ball and George A. Tomlinson, 
Cleveland shipping magnate, organ- 
ized Mid America in 1935 for the 
purchase at open auction of securi- 


ties which gave them control of- 


the Alleghany Corporation, hoiding 
company for the extensive interests 
of the Van Sweringen brothers, 

Kirby is the son of one of the 
founders of the Woolworth chain. 
Young and Kolbe are members of 
the @tock Exchange firm of Young, 
Kolbe & Co. 

The purchase was announced by 
Ball, Muncie (Ind.) glass jar manu- 
facturer, with the three purchasers, 
at hig suite at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, where yesterday he met Kir- 
by for the first time. 

Kolbe read a statement en be- 
half ef the buyers, saying the pur- 
chase was made “with a sense of 
responsibility to the general pub- 
lic.”

Standard Bill Rewritten. 

The bill originally introduced by 
Senator Kinney of St. Louis, the 
sponsor, was the standard child la- 
bor bill advocated by the Amefican 
Bar Association. This met with 
some objection, especially from la- 
bor groups, and the bill was rewrit- 
ten in a Senate committee and 
placed in its present form. 

The measure was supported by 
groups opposed to ratification by 
Missouri of the proposed child la- 
bor amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, and was regarded as a 
means of blocking ratification. A 
resolution calling for ratification 
of the child labor amendment was 
decisively defeated in the House 
several weeks ago. 

When the bill was called up for 
passage in the House by Repre- 
sentative Joseph of St. Louis, there 


was no discussion other than an 


observation by Representative Phil- 
lips of Kansas City, in an interro- 
gation, that one section exempting 
interstate transactions made the 
bill virtually worthless, for prac- 
tical enforcement purposes. 

The section in question provides 
that the act shall not apply to ar- 
ticles sold in the course of inter- 
state commerce, nor to agricultural 
products, but shall apply to all ar- 
ticles produced, manufactured or 
mined outside the state when of- 
fered for resale in Missouri after 
the original sale in the course of 


interstate commerce. This was in- 


terpreted to mean that a mianufac- 
turer or producer outside Missouri 
could sell his products to a Mis- 
souri dealer, even though child la- 
bor was involved, because it would 
be a transaction in interestate 
commerce, but that the Missouri 
dealer could not thereafter offer 
the products for resale in Missouri, 
if child labor was involved in the 
production. 

The act defines violation of its 
provisions as a misdemeanor. The 
penalties provided are a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $500 
for a first offense, and not less than 
$1000 nor more than $3000 for each 
subsequent offense, or imprisonment 
in jail for not less than 30 days 
nor more than 90 days, or by both 
fine and imprisonment.

‘liquor amendment to the State 
Constitution on the ballot at the 


_| ADMINISTRATION THREATS 
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To Spend $100,000 in Mis- 
souri in Five Years; Seeks 
County Option Law. 


The Missouri Anti-Saloon League 
will undertake a five-year cam-, 
paign for the abolition of the liquor 
traffic, spending $100,000, the board 
of trustees of the league decided 
today at its annual meeting in 
Church Federation headquarters at 
the Downtown Y. M. C. A. 

The plan for the campaign was 
announced in a resolution adopted 


by the board, which also authorized 
State Superintendent P. A. Tate to 
take steps to place a county-option 


general election in November, 1938. 

Before adopting the resolution for 
the statewide campaign for prohi- 
bition, the board heard its presi- 
dent, the Rev. Dr. Martin T. Haw 
of Warrensburg, urge a program 
of opposition in three phases—agi- 
tation, education and legislation. In 
the resolution the league reaffirmed 
“its stand for prohibition for the 
nation and total abstinence for the 
individual as our goal.” 

The board also adyocated legis- 
lation restricting, if not prohibit- 
ing, the advertising of liquor, and 
urged the nomination and election 
of candidates for the Legislature 
and Congress who will support the 
league’s program. 

“We call upon the press to give 
the facts regarding the injurious 
effects of alcohol in reporting the 
cause of crime and automobile acci- 
dents,” another resolution said. 
“We believe in, and demand, a free 
press, but such freedom should not 
be construed as freedom to sup- 
press the facts in reporting news 
in the fear that liquor advertisers 


may be offended thereby,” it added. 


The board suggested the forma- 
tion of strong dry organizations in 
the counties “in order to make pos- 
sible the most effetive program 
against the liquor traffic in both 
the individual counties and the 
State at large.” 

Tate, in his report to the board, 
urged it to work for new State 
liquor laws removing liquor sale 
privileges from grocery and drug 
stores and segregating the trade in 
saloons. He recommended that the 
board demand strict enforcement of 
the present law prohibiting window 
displays of liquor and requiring 
that a clear view of barroom in- 
teriors be afforded from the street. 

“At present,” Tate said, “the 
liquor stores are displaying their 
goods on racks near the windows; 
or are filling the windows with 
cardboard displays; in either case 
the view from outside is blocked. 
Others are using Venetian blinds, 
so that the passer-by cannot look in 
unless he brings a stepladder. All 
this is contrary to the existing law. 

“In recommending that the liquor 
trade be limited to saloons, we 
would not thereby be approving the 
saloon. We would first remove the 
business from its present contact 
with the general public, and then, 
having segregated it, would fight 
the saloon. There is also great 
need for prohibiting the employ- 
ment of women and under-age

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AN HOUR INCREASE 


Union Recognition, but 
No Closed Shop —Strike 
in 29th Day. 


Employes of the St. Louis Car 
Co. were in the twenty-ninth day of 
their strike today following their 
rejection last night of a second 
company proposal for a settlement, 
which was personally presented by 
Edwin B. Meissner, company presi- 
dent. 

Meissner addressed a meeting of 
the strikers, members of a Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
union, at North St. Louis Turner 
Hall, and discussed the proposed 
settlement, which had been read by 
John Doherty, C I O organizer. He 
agreed to give the men a wage 
increase of 5 cents an hour, reduce 
hours from 49% to 44 a week and 
to recognize the union as the col- 
lective bargaining agency to the 
exclusion of all other groups, but 
did not specify a closed union shop. 

After presenting the company 
side of the issue, Meissner stepped 
into an ante- room. The strikers, 
following some discussion from the 
floor, voted to continue their strike 
for a closed shop, a 40-hour week 
and wage increases of 10 to 12 
cents an hour. 

Meissner was called back into 
the meeting and advised of the vote. 
He told the men that “since col- 
lective bargaining is in the air, the 
company will grant a 40-hour 
week.” He explained that thé Wag- 
ner Act does not force an employ- 
er to grant a closed shop. 

Commenting on a union state- 
ment that the CIO represented 
99% per cent of the production em- 
ployes, Meissner asked: “What are 
you afraid of?“ Using another 
union argument, that settlement of 
labor unrest would make for great- 
er efficiency. Meissner remarked 
that in that event the men would 
turn out more work and earn 
more at piece rates than formerly. 
His arguments were in vain, how- 
ever, and when he again left the 
hall the strikers reaffirmed their 
decision to remain on strike. 

Meissner said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he intended to confer to- 
day with Leonard C. Bajork, re 
gional director of the Labor Rela- 
tions Board, in the hope Bajork 
would make a helpful suggestion. 

Doherty said he expected to con- 
tinue the negotiations until a set- 
tlement was reached. The 5-cent 
hourly wage increase offered was 
on the hourly rate, which ranges 
from 42 to 78 cents an hour. Meiss- 
ner stated that at piece rates work- 
ers earn up to $1.10 an hour. The 
company, occupying a large plant 
at 8000 North Broadway, manufac- 
tures electric and steam railway 


} coaches, busses and airplane parts. 


Another point on which the nego- 
tiators disagree is the number of 
employes. The union contends 
there are about 730 production 
workers, while Meissner has stated 
the number is between 870 and 900. 
There was disagreement also on the 
number attending last night’s meet- 
ing, Meissner placing the number 
at about 450, while Doherty's esti- 
mate was between 600 and 700.

Sibley, declaring the labor situa- 
tion cannot be settled by force, 
said: 

“Management, labor and Gov- 
ernment must co-operate more sym- 
pathetically and work together 
more constantly than in the past.” 

Chairman Colby M. Chester of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers in an address yeserday 
called upon labor to bear a share 
of responsibility for amicable re- 
lationships in industry. Present 
conditions, he said, present twin 
challenges to the business man “to 
put human relations and national 
welfare ahead of every other con- 
sideration” and to labor “to obey 
the law and confine its demands to 
those things for which it is pre- 
pared to accept full and sober re- 
sponsibility.” 

Ernest G. Draper, Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce, suggested that 
an act patterned on the principles 
of the Railway Mediation Act but 
adapted for use by industrial com- 
panies, might bring more satisfact- 
ory adjustment of labor disputes. 

“A more clearly defined and inte- 
grated labor policy,” he said, “is 
needed to supplement the work of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board.” 

“We need a give and take at- 
titude in which the chief aim 
always to be held in view by both 
sides, is fair play,” he added. 
How State Lines Have Vanished. 

Ear] Constantine, managing 
director of the National Association 
of Hosiery Manufacturers, said: 

“Very recent decisions of the Su- 
preme tribunal of the land have 
broadened: the definition of com- 
merce in the light of the develop- 
ments of time, and have opened 
new scopes for national industrial 
lines . have vanished in the 
transaction of commerce. 

“The time has come when trade 
associations must play a part in 
the labor problem, at least to the 
extent of furnishing the means of 
communication and conference be- 
tween members, groups or sections 
of their industries.” 

In an address before the Ameri- 
can Trade Association executives, 
E. L. Shaner of Cleveland, editor 
of “Steel,” called for efforts to 
“help the great mass of citizens to 
think more clearly” on Govern- 
ment-industry relations, 

“All of us will agree,” he said, 
“that it is desirable and necessary 
to exercise some control over the 
larger (business) cocerns. They 
cannot be permitted to indulge in 
excesses which would injure the 
public interest. But in applying 
this control, it should not be neces- 
sary to inflict unintended hardships 
upon smaller companies.” 

Agricultural exports from this 
country increased $35,000,000 dur- 
ing the last year while imports 
were decreasing $130,000,000, Sec 
retary of Agriculture Wallace last 
night told delegates to the Ameri- 
can section of the International. 
Chamber of Commerce. Drouths of 
recent years had been largely re- 
sponsible for heavy importations of 
farm products, Wallace said. 

Most nations, he said, have been 
faced with the problem of “getting 
rid of accumulated surplus agricul- 
tural products,” and all realized bal-

Under the State income tax law, 
which was the same for 1936 as 
for 1935 and 1934, “net taxable in- 
come” is computed by subtracting 
from the individual’s gross income 
all the deductions and exemptions 
allowed by law. “Net taxable in- 
come” is not, therefore, a true in- 
dex of gross income, as the deduc- 
tions and exemptions vary accord- 
ing to individual circumstances. 

Allowable deductions include 
taxes paid (except State income 
tax), interest on debts, and dona- 
tions to churches and charities. The 
personal exemption is $1000 for a 
single person and $2000 for the head 
of a family, with additional exemp- 
tion of $200 for each dependent 
child under 18 years old. 

Sources of income are not shown 
by available statistics, but taxpay- 
ers are required to report as gross 
income all that is received from 
wages, salaries, commissions, bon- 
uses, interest (except on tax-free 
Government and municipal bonds), 
rents, dividends, income from busi- 
ness or profession, and profits from 
the sale of real estate, stocks and 
bonds.

FORMER RUMANIAN PRINCE 
BEGINS EXILE IN VIENNA 


Arrives With Wife and Son From 
Budapest by Plane; Stay to 
Be Brief. 

VIENNA, April 27.— Mr. Nich- 
olas Brana,” the former Prince 
Nicholas of Rumania, arrived here 
yesterday by airplane from Bucha- 
rest, beginning the period of exile 
forced upon him, together with the 
loss of all Rumanian titles and 
privileges, for his refusal to give 
up his wife, a commoner.

ther from the contents of the story 
t St. Louis was attempting a series of 


pop concerts on the order of Boston's. 


I was particularly struck with the 
harsh language used in the resolution of 
the prohibitionists to the effect that they 


‘emphatically protest this feature of the 
’ Symphony Orchestra campaign in the in- 


terest of our youth to whom popular- 
priced concerts would appeal, and also 
to all music lovers who wish to enjoy the 
Symphony Orchestra without the degrad- 
Ing association of beer. 

This strikes me as singularly biased in 
the most haughty sense of that word. I 
doubt that in the delightful city of St. 
Louis music lovers are merge st os § op- 
posed to beer, or, if not drinkifig it 
themselves, would deny it to others. 

In Boston, we have found these pop 
concerts one of the most fascinating fea- 
tures of our musical bill of fare, For 
more than 30 years, these concerts have 
been held in the regular symphony con- 
cert hall, with the same prevailing note 
of informality you would have in St. 
Louis, Certainly there is nothing about 
the concerts which could be considered 
-degrading—for if there were, Boston, 
above all, would protest. 

As to the procedure here: Immediately 


‘after the close of our regular symphony 


season, the lower floor of the concert 
hall is stripped of the usual seats, and 
tables are installed in their place. The 
“boiled bosom section” of seats ig trans- 
formed overnight into a placid garden 
reminiscent of Vienna or Petrograd be- 
fore the revolution. Here in this infor- 
mal, inviting atmosphere, Greater Boston 
is accorded the finest in symphonic ren- 
ditions, continuing over a period of two 
months and adding materially to the cul- 
tural life of our city. On the menus are 
light wines and beer, which, though they 
are incidental to the piece de resistance, 
are nevertheless a rare garnishment. 
That St. Louis should desire beer with 
its pop concerts has historical precedent 
more distant and more remote than Bos- 
ton. What causes the affinity, perhaps 
only psychologists can tell, but it is emi- 
nently true that music—fine music—and 
light wines and beers have always sought 
each other. Perhaps it is because both 
music and mild drinks are restful; per- 
haps—and this is most likely—it is be- 
cause a light alcoholic beverage induces 
a keener appreciation of music.

It was, specifically, an offense against the kour- 
teenth amendment, as Justice Roberts ‘pointed out. 
The courts of Georgia had done precisely what that 
amendment said no state could do, namely, “... make 
or enforce any law which shal! abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United States; ‘nor 
. » « deprive any person of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law; nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws.” : 

What is pre-eminently significant is that the mere 
presence of the guarantee in the Constitution was not 
sufficient to protect the civil] liberties of this member 
of a minority race. Like Dirk de Jonge, who was 
convicted under the syndicalism law of Oregon, Hern-. 
don would have gone to prison but for the chance to 
appeal to the Supreme Court, to have his own day 
before the final tribunal and to win his freedom on 
the evidence presented. The Supreme Court in Wash- 
ington is the great defender of the Constitution, the 
one agency which lifts disputes out of local preju- 
dices and sectional feeling to decide them in terms 
of the fundamental law, which, as Chief Justice 
Marshall said, it “expounds.” 

Gratification over the decision is tempered by the 
unfortunate fact that it was by a 5-to-4 division. The 
minority opinion, written by Justice Van Devanter 
and concurred in by Justices McReynolds, Sutherland 
and Butler, falls far short of being persuasive when 
it concludes that the State statute, as construed by 
the Georgia Supreme Court, “does not encroach on 
his (Herndon’s) right of freedom of speech or of 
assembly.” There may have been merit in the view 
of Justice Sutherland, agreed to by five other mem - 
bers, two years ago, that Herndon’s case, as present- 
ed then, did not raise a Federal issue, When the 
case went back a second time, following further lit- 
igation in Georgia, there was no question about the 
Federal issue. Chief Justice Hughes and Justice 
Roberts recognized this. Joining with Justices Bran- 
deis, Stone and Cardozo, who favored answering 
Herndon’s plea in 1935, they made this notable de- 
cision possible.

Last 
night’s program was no exception.

Without going over to the 
side of the so-called purists, one 
felt that a less elaborate use of 
orchestral color in the arrangement 
and a less vivid display of dynamics 
in the performance would have 
brought the listener into closer rap- 
port with the spirit of the music. 
This was especially true of the cho- 
rale, whose simple, devotional char- 
acter was not well served by being 
submitted to various timbres and 
pitches. The performance, of 
course, was impressive, buti the im- 
pression did not go much beyond 
the nerve ends. . 

In the Beethoven A Major Sym- 
phony, Mr. Ormandy seemed to 
have been imbued with Richard 
Wagner’s characterization of the 
music as an “Apotheosis of the 
Dance,” for it was primarily a dis- 
closure -of the extraordinary rhyth- 
mic vitality in each movement. The 
whole symphony had a forward- 
moving urgency, a galvanic, stop- 
for-nothing energy that seemed to 
affect the very air in the audi- 
torium. The orchestra with its rich 
solid masses, its jewel-like phrasing 
and articulatoin, and its hair-trig- 
ger responsiveness, was a joy to 
hear; but even the Philadelphia or- 
chestra could not articulate the 
notes properly at the pace that Mr.

Supreme Court has rendered*many 
invalid decisions in the course of 
its history, and but recently has 
handed down opinions in which 
only eight Justice participated. 
“Let us now consider another 
aspect of the President’s plan. The 
right to fill vacancies created by 
Providence is unquestionable in the 
present debate, but we are told that 
appointments, when made because 
incumbent Justices are of retire- 
ment age and do not see fit to re- 
tire, constitute ‘packing’ the Su- 
preme Court. Yet, the necessity 
of a systematic replacement sys- 
tem, such as we find in every 
other field of Government, as well 
as in commerce and industry, has 
been urged in one form or another 
by a long line of eminent men, in- 
cluding Justices Miller and Mc- 
Reynolds and Chief Justices Taft 
and Hughes. 

“The evil they sought to avoid 
has been growing. In 1789, the 
average age of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court was less than 50 
years; half a century later, in 1841, 
when Harrison took over the presi- 
dency, the average had increased to 
60 years; when the second Har- 
rison assumed the office of Presi- 
dent in 1889, after the lapse of an- 
other half century, the average age 
had reached 65; and now, after 148 
years of national history, the aver- 
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age age has reached the unpre- 
cedented peak of more than 70 
years. With the utmost respect to 
those who now occupy the bench 
I ask you frankly whether it is 
fair, to a great and vital nation of 
130,000,000 people bent upon setting 
its house in order, to have a Su- 
preme Court, two-thirds of the 
members of which are over 70 
years of age and a majority who 
are over 75 years of age. 
‘Courts May ‘Pack Themselves,’ 

“I should like to point out still 
another trend. Because retirement 
is voluntary, the Judges themselves 
exercise great control over the 
personnel of the various courts, 
since they may withhold their re- 
tirements until a President to their 
liking occupies the White House. 
The courts may thus ‘pack’ them- 
selves. Twice as many Judges re- 
signed or retired in the Hoover ad- 
ministration as have resigned or 
retired in four years of the present 
administration. Sixty-five per cent 
of the Judges over 70, and eligible 
for retirement during the first four 
years of the present administration, 
still remain upon the bench. 

“Every previous President from 
the beginning of the Republic who 
has served a full four-year term 
has appointed from one to five 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 
Even „ in his’ short in- 
cumbency, appointed four. But now, 
for the first time, a President has 
served a full term without making 
a single appointment to the Su- 
preme Court. It is a matter well 
worth pondering. 

“The President, in. urging his 
plan, called attention to the need 

‘constant infusion of new 

to ‘vitalize the courts and 
better equip them to recognize and 
apply the essential concepts of 
justice in the light of the needs 
and the facts of an ever changing 
world.’ 

“The soundness of the Presi- 
dent’s position is readily demon- 
strated. How the Constitution shall 
be applied in a particular case de- 
pends largely upon the experience 
of the Judges and their understand- 
ing of the factse—not merely the 
facts of the case but the facts re- 
lating to our complicated indus- 
trial and economic system, the facts 
relating to the way in which busi- 
ness is conducted and the way in 
which people live. — 

“We learn from the recent letter 
of the Chief Justice that litigants 
in ordinary cases, such as ‘con- 
troversies over contracts and docu- 
ments of all sorts,’ to quote the 
Chief Justice, ‘have no right to 
burden the Supreme Court with a 
dispute which interests no one but 

jelves.’

for the notices issued prior to the 
municipal election of April 6, Such 
notices have gone out before each 
registration of voters and each eleo- 
tion. The notices in the Israel 
cases were those issued June 10, 
2 the registration prepara- 
ry for the August primary.

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U.S. EMBASSY BACKS 
HIRSCH CLEMENCY PLEA 


Presents Human Aspects’ in 
Case of American Under 
German Death Sentence,

April 27.—Calling the 
attention of the German Foreign 
Office to “broad human aspects” in 
the case, the American Embassy, 
in effect supported yesterday the 
plea for clemency which had been 
submitted to Chancellor Adolf Hitler 
by Helmuth Hirsch, 21-year-old 


American citizen, who is in prison 


here under a death sentence for 
high treason. 

He was convicted of a bomb plot 
against the life of some high Ger- 
man official, thought to be Chan- 
cellor Hitler himself. 

The Embassy and Consulate Gen- 
eral became actiye in the Hirsch 
cake last week, when the State De- 
partment decided after an investi- 
gation that the condemned youth 
was an American citizen, by virtue 
of his grandfather’s naturalization 
in the United States in 1878. 

Among other factors, the Em- 
bassy officials who called at the 
Foreign Office pointed to Hirsch's 
youth, and suggested that he had 


been the instrument of older per- 


sons who were still abroad. 
Following his conviction and gen- 

tence, Hirsch made an appeal for 

clemency through his lawyer, Her- 


bert Lautenbach. Consul Raymond 


H. Geist, who interviewed Hirsch in 
his cell on Saturday, conferred yes- 
terday with Lautenbach to obtain 
fuller information and obtain the 
basis on which the plea for clem- 
ency had been made. 

As a sequel to this visit, Geist 
intends to seek an interview today 
at the Ministry of Justice, where 
he will support the clemency plea, 
supplementing the action taken by 
the Embassy. In his conversations 
with Lautenbach, the Consul found 
that Hirsch, before his arrest at 
Stuttgart last December, had no 
criminal record.

The instruments of the king’s hal- 
lowing have been hallowed by the 


most improbable of myths. 

Take, for instance, the coronation 
chair. The Stone of Scone, which 
gives the chair its peculiar efficacy 
in the ceremony, had its beginning 
in the dim mists of Old Testament 
history. 

The story goes that the stone was 
used by Jacob as his pillow when 
he saw the vision at Bethel of the 
heavenly ladder. It is next heard 
of in Egypt, where the Pharaoh 
whose daughter found Moses 
among the bullrushes possessed it. 
The plagues smote Egypt and the 
Pharaoh’s daughter and ber hus- 
band, Gathelus, fled to Spain with 
the stone. Their son took it with 
him to Ireland, where it became 
known as “Lia Fail,” the Stone of 
Fate. All the Celtic Kings were 
crowned upon it for centuries. Then 
it was heard of in Scotland, at 
Dunstaffnage, where King Kenneth 
discovered it and bore it to Scone. 
There it was inclosed in a chair 
and used for the crownings of all 
Scottish kings. 2 

The peculiar part of the stone, 
from the geologicdl and perhaps 
the historical point of view, is that 
it is a reddish sandstone the like 
of which is not known in Egypt, in 
Spain or in Ireland. The only thing 
which closely approaches it in color 
and texture are the stones to the 
doorway of Dunstaffnage Castle. 

Edward I carried the stone— 
which held great mystical prop- 
erties for the Scotch, since it was 
believed that whoever was crowned 
upon it should rule Scotland — 
to England, and had a new chair 
built around it. It is the same chair, 
now carved with hundreds of ini- 
tials of eighteenth-century tourists, 
which will be used for the corona: 
tion of George VI. 

Robert the Bruce vainly tried to 
recapture it. No Scottish King sat 
upon it again until the crowns of 
England and Scotland were united 
by James I. The only sovereigns 
who were not crowned on the Stone 
of Scone, since it came to England, 
were Edward V, who was murdered 
in the Tower before his crowning, 
and Mary Tudor. | 

There is a further property of the 
stone which has' never had a thor- 
oughly scientific test. If a false 
king sought to be crowned on the 
stone, it remained silent. But un- 
der the weight of a rightful ruler, 
it groaned aloud. 

The Ampulla goes back to Thom- 
as a Becket. It is a golden eaglet 
about nine inches high, hollow in- 
side to hold oil. Its head screws 
off, and the holy anointing oil is 
poured in just before the cere- 
mony. When the head is screwed 
back on and brought, with the 
spoon, to the coronation chair for 
the anointing, the following ritual 
is observed. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury holds the spoon while 
the Dean of Westminster pours a

church. She commanded that he 
deliver the two objects to a monk 
of Poitiers. This a Becket did be- 
fore he returned to England to be 
murdered in his own cathedral. 
For 200 years the holy relics were 
hidden away in the Church of St. 
Gregory at Poitiers. But the dream 
of a priest revealed them and they

were brought.to Henry, Duke. of 
Lancaster, who gave them to the 
héir of England, the Black Prince. 
The Black Prince died and his son, 
Richard II, did not learn of the ex- 
istence of the holy objects until aft- 
er he was crowned. But the next 
king, Henry IV, took particular 
pains to gain sanctity through the 
ampulla. He built it up with pomp 
and publicity, according to the relic 
a chariot all to itself in the royal 
procession. 

The ampulla is one of the most 
ancient objects associated with the 
coronation, It escaped destruction 
during the Commonwealth and was

phia Musicians on 13,000-Mile Trip They Find Plenty of 
Diversion Between Cities and Concerts.

these days Wut it still is riding 


the rails. The Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, which appeared here 
last night at tte Municipal 


Auditorium on its second transcon- 
tinental tour, rides the rails in style 
in a 10-car special train. The ar- 
rival in a concert city is a gala af- 
fair. An official welcoming com- 
mittee is on hand, not to mention 
autograph hounds, newspaper pho- 
tographers and reporters, and the 
merely curious. 

I joined the touring musicians On 


their special train just outside 
Memphis Saturday and watched the 
excitement from the rear observa- 
tion car. Everybody shook hands 
all the way around. Mrs. Ormandy, 
wife of Conductor Eugene Orman- 
dy, who had left the orchestra in 
New Orleans for Detros in order 
to conduct the Ford symphony hour 
there Sunday night, gallantly pinch- 
hit for her husband. Volatile Jose 
Iturbi, who was to have the podium 
at the Memphis concert, obliged ad- 
mirers with his signature and al- 
lowed himself to be photographed 
for the afternoon papers between 
the two young women responsible 
for his advance publicity. 

The youthful manager of these 
barnstorming-with-Bach musicians, 
sandy-haired, Harvard-graduated, 
Reginald Allen, was busy supervis- 
ing the introductions. And his 
charges, 96 men and four women, 
were swinging off the train, hatless 
and coatless for the most part, car- 
rying small hand luggage. Only a 
few instrument cases and here and 
there a bag of golf clubs were in 
evidence. 

The musicians piled into a fleet 
of especially commandeered taxis, 
and escorted by motorcycle police 
moved off at the professional pa- 
rade pace toward the hotel where 
they had rooms only for the day. 
Meanwhile the two baggage cars 
carrying the priceless ae 
—instired, however, for only - 
000—had been switched off to a sid- 
ing where trucks were waiting to 
haul the cargo direct to the audi- 
torium. Once the train docks, 30 
to speak, the musicians scatter in 
all directions to pursue their own 
diversions. Each has a printed 
schedule listing the time and place 
of each concert and each is re- 
sponsible for getting himself to the 
hall in. time to take his place on 
the platform. 

After Manager Allen was satis- 
fied that every member of the or- 
chestra had a place to hang the 
hat he wasn't wearing, he went 
over to have a look at the auditor-

the orchestra’s appearance there. 
I tagged along. There wasn't any- 
thing to see but a vast, awkward 
hall, seating over 6000. Stretched 
out on the stage lay huge rolls of 
canvas, which, when battened out, 
become a ceiling. The orchestra 
carries its own, because frequently 
it hits a town where the opera house 
cannot provide one, and nothing 
makes a worse sounding board 
for music than an overhead grid- 
iron. But Marshall Betz, officially 
librarian, but in addition general-in- 
command-of-all-dirty-work, pulls a 
longer face than ever when it is 
necessary to launch that four-hour 


job. 


EFORE we left the hall, the in- 
struments were beginning to ar- 
rive from the depot. They were 
laid out like so many colossal sar- 
cophagi along the passage to the 
stage. Each man carries his dress 
suit—and morning coat for matinee 
performances—in his instrument 
case which usually has a special 


compartment for the purpose. Un- 


less, of course, he is a blower on 
the humble piccolo, in which case 
he must make some other provision. 
They dress at the hall. Generally, 
as was the case in Memphis, the 
back-stage passageways have to 
serve as dressing rooms for such 
a numerous company. Their suits 
at close range are in none too good 
press, nor are their shirt bosoms 
or white ties the freshest. A cer- 
tain laxity in these details is over- 
looked on tour. a 

The four women of the orches- 
tra—Edna Phillips, Elsa Hilger, 
Lois Putlitz, and Marjorie Tyre— 
arrived at the hall already attired.

The men—and the women, too— 
are all good troupers, as much 
at home on their special trains 
as in their own living rooms, Why 
shouldn’t they be with every pro- 
vision made for their comfort on 
this 13,000 mile junket, They even 
have the same porters who toured 
with them last year, and under- 
stand their personal whims. 

Six of the 10-cars are sleepers, 
two carry instruments, one, per- 
sonal luggage, and the last car is 
a club-observation coach. Diners 
are switched on and off along the 
line, The Pullmans are not the 
regular kind with berths that have 
to be made down every night. They 
are designed with compartments, 
where clothes can be hung and be- 
longings put away for the dura- 
tion of the fiveweeks’ tour. With 
the exception of the first players 
in each section of the orchestra, 
who merit a compartment to them- 
selves, two men—share a room, as- 
signed on the basis of personal 
friendships and seniority. One car 
is occupied exclusively by the con- 
ductors—Mr. and Mrs. Ormandy 
have adjoining drawing rooms—by 
the management and by represen- 
tatives of the music company un- 
der whose banner the orchestra is 
traveling.

HE club car is equipped with a 

radio and a phonograph with ‘an 

extensive library of recordings 
made by the orchestra. People fre- 
quently come down to the station to 
see the special train. Someone is 
always on hand to show them 
through and play for them some 
of the orchestra’s recorded music. 
The players themselves say they 
get enough music without it; play- 
ing 35 concerts n almost as many 
cities in the space of 35 days. Even 
the few who sleep with their price- 
less instruments beside their pil- 
lows seldom touch them between 
performances.
